The special mooting of tlie board of 
aJderrnen held last evening was convened 
in the committee room at the City hull, 
the board room having been granted to 
the illumination committee for a gather- 
ing of that body. The business taken 
up included a variety of subjects but 
the matter of street work was the main 
theme of duscussion— the Fort street im- 
provements occupying the greater por- 
tion of the sitting. The acceptance of 
the proffered position of city engineer by 
Mr. Topp was read in the shape of a 
telegram received on Thursday by the 
Mayor as follows: 

Chatham, Out., April 20. 
"Accept offer city engineer. Will bo 
there in three weeks. Wire if wanted 
sooner. (Sd.) C. H. Topp."

On motion ii was agreed that the 
Mayor should wire Mr. Topp to come as 
soon as lie conveniently could. 

The meeting being somewhat in private 
was also somewhat informal — those who 
cared to do so indulging in the luxury of 
a smoke. 

The following defeterd recommenda- 
tions as to sewer -work for the present 
year was then read: 

Victoria. I!. ('.. Feb. 27. 1809. 
To Ills Worship the Mayor and Board of 
Aldermen : 

Gentlemen,— In accordance with Instruc- 
tions, 1 have lite honor to submit the 
following report as regards tin- sewerage 
work that can be earned out to the best 
advantage during the present year, with 
t!.p estimated amount that will lie available 
from the sewerage rental fund, viz., about 
$4,000: 

1st. Michigan street between Monzles 
and Parry; Pnrry street between Michigan 
and Toronto — Length of street, S.'!0 feet; 
estimated cost, $603; 1H houses, 

2nd. Quebec street between Monzles and 
Oswego— -Length of street, 550 feet; estimat- 
ed cost, $093; 8 houses. 

3rd. Quadra street between Pandora and 
Frederick— Length of street, 510 feet; esti- 
mated cost, $1,048; -1 houses. 

■I th. Frederick street between Quadra 
and Conk— Length of street, 1,400 feet: 
$1,402 feet: 315 houses. 

Total. 3,200 feet, $4,140, 00 houses. 

It was resolved that the work should 
be carried out as specified. 

A report from the city engineer as to 
street work dated February 27 which 
lias already been published, and which 
bas been "ou the tuble" ever since, was 
then read and partly gone through with. 
It will receive further attention at an- 
other session. 

There is about ?30,000 available for 
street work in three wards whereas the 
demands from each particular section of 
the city is more than half those figures. 
Out of this $2,000 will be required for 
tile permanent sidewalks in Centre ward 
which witli the paving of Fort street it 
was thought will about exhaust the share 
to be allotted to the Centre ward. 

During the discussion, an alderman 
mentioned the condition of Esquimalt 
road, he having been told that the naval 
officers prepared to remain in port at 
Vancouver as then' they are able to en- 
joy a spin on their bikes, whereas here 
they can not come into town on their 
wheels. 

Aid. Stewart: '"Never mind; when we 
have the Sunday by-law they won't be 
able to ride at all." 

Another prominent idea about which 
the talk centred on was where the street 
railway company should lie made to lay I 
their rails on Wort street. Aid. Cameron I 
stating ii was plain it would not do to 
lay the rails in the centre and over the 
sewers as ou Johnson street the centre 
of the roadway was certainly sinking. | 
caused by the presence of the sewers 
under the ear line.. 

Aid. Humphrey said the present ar 
rangemeut was utterly unfair to people 
whose premises are on the side on which 
the rails are laid, as they are at present 
on Fort street, as it was impossible to 
get u carriage or a wagon close to the 
sidewalk. 

This view was shared by His Worship, 
who thought that it practically deprived 
people residing on tho south side of the 
thorough tare from using at least six feet 
of the striM't — and there was at least six 
feet of the street absolutely wasted. 

Finally in order to bring matters to a 
head, Aid. Uayward moved that the 
rails on Fort street be re-laid in the 
centre and that they be laid on the pres- 
ent grade. 

But before this motion was passed n 
discussion arose as to where the new 
poles should be placed— outside or inside 
the curb lines, and also as to the sizes 
to be used, one of the aldermen remark- 
ing that some of the poles at present in 
use were "snorters." 

Instead of putting this motion in-order 
the keep within the law— on tin; advice 
of the Mayor— it was decided to let the 



tram company make application for per- 
mission.to move the line, they being anx- 
ious to do so, and thus the cost of mov- 
ing would fall upon the latter. In this 
connection His Worship remarked that 
the company showed every disposition to 
treat the corporation ia an extremely 
fair manner. 

The Belmont avenue ditch was sug- 
gested by Aid. MacGregor as a subject 
likely to be particularly fruitful in food 
for discussion, and the present was a 
very happy occasion on which to go into 
the matter. The remark of one alder- 
man that the offending pond was per- 
fectly harmless as the operators of 
dairies in that neighborhood watered 
their cows from this source, was matched 
by a remark from y. brother alderman 
t lint if any one was in need of manure 
lie could obtain an almost limitless sup- 
ply from the same locality when the hot 
sun of June had dried up the nqeous ele- 
ment. 

While talking of manure and kindred 
subjects Mayor Kedfern slated that In- 
spector Chipchase had recommended that 
a fence be erected across the front of the 
garbage wharf in order to prevent acci- 
dents. This idea was adopted. 

Kevertiug to the Port street improve- 
ments it was moved that the new poles 
(if any) should be placed inside the line 
or the curb. It was also resolved that 
sidewalks on Kurt street be ten feet 
I wide to Cook street and eight feet from 
j there eastward. The cinder sidewalk 
I on Fort street above Vancouver it was 
! agreed to have coated with tar and rais- 
ed to its proper grade at an additional 
expenditure of $30 over the $115 already 
appropriated. 
I With regard to block paving the en- 
trance to the Market building opposite 
! the new lire hull, a long discussion again 
broke out, during which 1 1 in Worship 
I was heard to remark, sotto voce. "I am 
I heartily tired of this." and lighted a 
| fresh cigar. 

Still the talk went on, nothing being 
definitely decided in this connection. 

The Pembroke street drain again came 
to the front and the aldermen broke up 
into little knots talking of this anil many 
other items at one and the same time, 
during which "pine blocks." "a Van- 
couver engineer," and sundry other top- 
lea were passed to and fro. Finally a 
motion to adjourn was put and carried, 
thus terminating what one a dermnn 
termed "a free and easy."

When the .steamer Humboldt eaiue to 
Esquimalt a day or so ago to make good 
the damages sustained in her encounter 
with the rocks near Skngway, it was 
pretty generally understood along the 
waterfront that her recall was ordered 
by a telegram from Tacoma, evidently 
prompted by the proprietors of the dock 
at Quartermaster Harbor.

THE OUTPUT OF KLONDIKE. 

The estimate of the output of the 
Klondike /or 1801) given iu yesterday's 
Colonist is so great us to be bewildering 
Hitherto the general impression has been 
that the- amount would not exceed that 
of last year by more than fifty per cent. 
A week ago the Colonist said that the 
highest estimates made up to that time 
were of $20,000,000. The minimum 
figure mentioned yesterday is double that 
amount. The names of those who are 
mentioned in connection with these later 
estimates entitle them to consideration. 
If the expectations of these gentlemen 
are reaped, the world will be amazed 
and the eltect upon Ike development of 
the North will be immeasureublc. 

Nearly two years ago this paper urged 
upon the Dominion government and par 
Hament the necessity of dealing with this 
great subject in a broad and statesman 
like maimer. This advice was not taken, 
although an effort was mnde to secure 
the building of a railway to Lnke Teslin. 
The Colonist was not satisfied with the 
provisional contract with Messrs. Mac 
kenzic & Mann, but from the informa- 
tion then ut its command was prepared 
to support the government in it and did 
so. This contract was the first and only 
effort on the part of the government to 
meet the exigencies of the situation as 
the Colonist then understood them, and 
we refused to join in any cry against it 

The building of the White Pass \- 
Yukon line has somewhat materially 
altered the situation so far us trans- 
portation goes, and meets the immediate 
necessities of the case. There is no 
longer any necessity or occasion for 
half measures, and the government 
ought to present to parliament n com- 
prehensive scheme for dealing with tht 
whole transportation question o£ lln 
North, including that of Central and 
Northern Liritish Columbia. Whether 
we accept the above estimate or not, the 
fact is now established beyond all doubt 
that there is a vast region in the .North 
containing gold in paving quantil 
Speaking in a general way, the whole 
country between the Canadian Pacific 
and the Arctic Circle will reward ilevi 
opment, and we hold that the duty i 
the federal government is to rise to an 
appreciation of this fuel and take u 
the transportation problem in an intell 
gent and comprehensive way. The Min- 
ister of Railways is devoting much at 
tention to the transportation problems 
of the East. It is not the intention of 
the Colonist to-day to express : 
opinion as to tin? merits cf bis various 
plans or the methods by which he aims 
to accomplish them. These can he bet- 
ter discussed by those persons \\ ln> have 
a knowledge of local conditions. 

The' object of this reference is to im- 
press upon him the necessity of giving 
the transportation question of Hrilish 
Columbia and the Yukon his close per- 
sonal attention. He will find here a 
field for activity from which results of 
the greatest possible moment to the 
whole country can be reaped. Xo 
Canadian public man can ask a greater 
scope for bis administrative ability. 
Undoubtedly the opening of the exten- 
sion and improvement of the canal sys- 
tem and the betterment of the Inter- 
colonial railway system art? highly im- 
portant and will be of immense advan- 
tage to Eastern Canada, but the Pacific 
Northwest offers a more promising Geld. 
Speaking with some local knowledge and 
as the result of much consideration, we 
have no hesitation in saying 'hat the 
provision of adequate transportation 
facilities for the opening up of Central 
nnd Northern liritish Columbia and the 
Yukon valley promises more to the ad- 
vantage Of Canada than any other line 
of policy that can be suggested. 

.WIKKLBSS TKLROKAPHY. 

The achievement of Signer Marconi in 
sending telegraphic messages across the 
BngVwii Channel from South Foreland 



to Boulogne' lias aroused less attention 
than it deserves. The French govern- 
ment seems to be very greatly impressed 
and it is said will arrange for it test 
between the Eifel tower and South Fore- 
land, a distance of 230 miles, The ex- 
periment across the Channel was re- 
markably successful, replies being; receiv- 
ed instantaneously, messages of nil kinds 
being transmitted at the rate of from 
12 to 18 words per minute. It is not gen- 
erally known that a lighthouse on the 
Goodwin Sands is- thus connected with 
the South Foreland lighthouse, the dis- 
tance being 12 miles. A touch of a key 
in the light-ship rings a bell in the light- 
house, although there is no wire connec- 
tion between the two, the signal being 
given "with the same ease nnd certainty 
with which one can summon a servant 
in a hotel." The light-house has similar 
connection with the Itamsgato life-snving 
station, and by a system of, signals the 
light-ship can thus secure the services 
of a life-boat whenever one is needed. 
Certain even in these days of remark- 
able inventions this seems just a little 
marvellous. It is hoped that by this 
system all the lighthouses around the 
British coast will be put in pommunica- 
tion with each other and with the life- 
saving stations. Hope is also expressed 
thnt means will be found of enabling 
vessels to communicate with life-saving 
stations.

THE SIBERIAN RAILWAY. 

Traffic on the Siberian railway exceeds 
all estimates; so much so that the light 
rails originally la ill are to be replaced 
with others weighing 72 pounds 1i> the 
yard. The western section carried last 
year 400,000 ions of goods, 350,000 pas- 
sengers and 400,000 peasant emigrants. 
The last, figure Is highly significant. It 
represents what is probably the most 
gigantic emigration on record within a 
single year, of the people of one national- 
ity. The greater part of the freight con- 
sisted of wheat moving westward. At 
the present time there is estimated to 
be a sin-plus of 355,000 tons of wheat in 
the Altai district, and the railway au- 
thorities anticipate that at least 800,000 
tons of wheat will be carried from Si- 
beria westward annually after five 
years, and that by the end of the mime 
period the total freight traffic of the line 
will reach nnd probably exceed a million 
and a half tons. The expenditures of 
the Russia n government this year upon 
the improvement of this and other chan- 
nels of communication will roach the 
enormous sum of $250,000,000. which is 
probably the largest governmental ex- 
penditure ever made for such a purpose 
within a twelvemonth. It is interesting 
to compare this with tin- $130,000,000 
which it is estimated will be laid out in 
the United States on new lines of rail- 
way this year. The hitter is of course 
all private expenditure. 

It is said on good authority that United 
States commercial and manufacturing 
houses are already studying the markets 
that will he opened by the completion 
of the railway, and that as yet not many 
representatives of British concerns nre 
in the field. There seems to be scope 
here for Canadian enterprise. The' points 
at which business agencies ought to be 
established with a view to future trade 
are Irkutsk, Tomsk, Omsk and Tobolsk. 
As the greater the trade between Canada 
and Siberia, the more important will the 
Coast cities of British Columbia be- 
come, we feel more than a little interest 
in this important matter.

Hart sprang into the water mi the In- 
stant, dived beneath the tug. disengaged 
the line from the screw and saved the 
lighters and their passengers. On all- 
oher occasion he saved from destruction

The prosecution or Mrs. Sprague, an 
inn-keeper, for refusing to supply Lady 
llarberton with lunch while wearing n

cabled to America as a blow at the 
"rational" movement, turns out to have 
been disposed of on quite another ground. 
The question h'fl to the jury wa 
whether Mrs. Sprague hud iu point of 
fact refused to supply Lady llarberton 
with a lunch, and the jury found that 
she bad not. In her evidence Mrs. 
Sprague said that it was necessary in 
the interests of her business to prevent 
persons dressed in an unusual manner 
lunching in the public coffee room, and 
the jury thought this reasonable. 

The meeting of the Venezuelan boun- 
dary commission has been postponed for 
:i month by reason of the necessary al>- 
senee of Professor Martens, the umpire, 
who has; to attend the peace conference. 
The disputed question touching the boun- 
dary involves the starting point on the 
coast of the Caribbean Sea and the 
whole western and southern line of Brit- 
ish Guiana.

Sir: My attention has been called to 
an article in a recent issue of the Times 
signed "North," about navigating in 
British Columbia and Alaska waters,-, 
wherein it is stated that the waters be- 
tween Victoria and Vancouver are simi- 
lar to those farther north in regard to 
risk of navigating same. 

Be kind enough to allow me to correct 
such statement. The waters between 
Victoria and Vancouver or Nanaimo- 
Comox are provided with good lights 
at almost every point where a course has 
to be changed, whereas farther north in 
British Columbia waters there are only- 
throe lights in a distance of about nOO 
miles and in Alaska none. 

Any navigator can take his ship 
through the main channels of these in- 
land waters by the chart in the daytime, 
but where the rub comes in is at night 
and in thick weather; then is the time 
for accidents and where the difference 
come in between a well lighted coast and 
the reverse.

PASSING COMMENT. 

The response of the Province to the 
request of the Colonist, that the news- 
papers of British Columbia should unite 
in urging the claims of the province to 
fair play at the hands of the Dominion 
is just what any one would expect from 
it. 

The New Westminster Sun says it has 
good authority for saying that when Mr. 
Aulny Morrison was at Dawson be tried 
to geL up a meeting to pass resolutions 
whitewashing government officials, but 
desisti'd because of the opposition to 
such a movement. Mr- Morrison at- 
tempted to apply the whitewash brush in 
parliament, but made a very poo.- job 
of it. 

The Montreal Witness complains that 
too many relatives of ministers have 
been appointed to office in Canada, and 
too many places in the civil service have 
been filled on the recommendation of 
members of parliament. The reference 
is to every administration that has been 
in power. We suppose this is true not 
only of the Dominion but of nil the 
provinces, but the question is: What 
can be done about it'.' Personal and 
political interest will have its influence 
under any system that can be devised. 

The World talks of Vancouver's special 
interest in t lit? Pacific cable project. 
That our neighbor city is much inter- 
ested iu such a project cannot he ques- 
tioned, but it has no special interest, for 
it will only be a way station on the line, 
the' terminus of which will doubtless be 
somewhere on tile West Coast of this 
Island. In order that there may be no 
heart-burnings or local jealousies ex- 
cited by this statement, it may be added 
that the establishment of a cable ter- 
minus, even ui so long a line as one 
across the Pacific, would not. be likely 
to give rise to a townsite boom. A cable 
terminus is a very modest affair. 

The London Financial Times speaks 
of tin' harm done to British Columbia 
and the Yukon by the placing of bogus 
propositions upon the murket. While 
every one in this province regrets that 
dishonest, schemers should bring its 
good name into disrepute, We do liol sec 
what they can do about it. Certain it 
i* that no British Columbians are behind 
any such schemes. The fault lies with 
the mueh-talked-of British investor. If 
be will listen to every cock-and-bull 
story he is sure to be deceived. British 
Columbia people do not desire any one 
to invest, in this province on any one's 
" say-so." They ask that everything 
shall be thoroughly in\ est iga I ed. The 
papers of the province have on hundreds 
of occasions warned foreign investors 
against, permitting themselves to be de- 
ceived hy adventurers. There is unfor- 
tunately a class of people everywhere, 
who are much more readily attracted 
by a lie than by tin- truth. Tell them the 
simple, unvarnished truth and they have 
not sense enough to recognize it; but 
a well-told falsehood catches them, they 
put in their cash, and that is the last 
they see of it. Here is a sample case: 
An Eastern gentleman having some 
money to invest, asked a resident of 
British Columbia for advice as to buy- 
ing mining stocks. The elements of 
risk and the chance of profit were fully 
explained to him, and he declined to 
invest. Later a. smooth talker induced 
him to put $0,000 into a. hole in the 
ground out of which not a pound of 
good ore had ever been taken. Now he 
condemns British Columbia.

blankets worth of basins, palls, kettles, lea 
cups and spoons, 1,29-i blankets to Knight 
Inlet and Klngcom Inlet Indians, ns they 
are going Into their oolachan fishing. Five 
of the other tribes remain, and will 
partake of the potlatcb In a few days. 

Chief Wnnnuck's potlatcb Is the greatest 
In Indian history. Everybody is well satis- 
tied. Tin? Klngcom Inlet Indians stayed 
here only a few days to receive their gifts 
ii ud they went away rejoicing.

T'ho following is the continuation of 
the report of Col. Prior's recent address 
in the House of Commons, the first 
itihu first of which tins ■already appeared: 
MOUH MONEY FOB MILITIA. 

1 notice an omission from the speech 
■which I was verv sorry to see. There 
was not a word in it .n regard to 
strengthening the militia of Canada. As 
we see Great Britain putting forth her 
best efforts in building ships and 
strengthening her army, and getting 
ready for the day which any man, how- 
ever peaceful his inclinations may lie, 
must see must come sooner or later, I 
did think that Canada, having as the 
xight hon. gentleman once said, woke up 
one morning and found herself a nation, 
would be willing to assume the responsi- 
bilities of a nation; and no one can deny 
that one of the responsibilities of a na- 
tion is to get her- armies in such a con- 
dition that she can take care of herself. 
Canada must do her share; and I am 
convinced that the feeling of this Do- 
minion from east to west is in favor of 
such being done. I am sure it gave great 
pleasure to every man who belongs to or 
is interested in the militia of Canada to 
read the excellent report of the new 
.major-general, Major-Geueral Hutton. I 
think the country ought to be congratu- 
lated on having such an experienced of- 
ficer to command our forces. From what 
I can hear of that gentleman, I do not 
think that a better man could have been 
selected for the, position. We have had 
good men here before; but I say, with- 
out fear of contradiction, that 1 believe 
we have never had a man who combined 
in such full degree the attributes requis- 
ite in a commander of our militia forces. 
I am glad to believe that the hon. min- 
ister of militia and the major-general 
are of one mind on almost all subjects 
pertaining to the militia, and i feel eon 
vinced that if the minister, in making 
out his estimates, will call for all the 
money required to put our militia on a 
proper footing, this house and the coun- 
try will back him up. I know that min- 
isters of militia time after time, have 
brought in estimates far in advance of 
what has been allowed; but the time has 
now come when, I think, the government 
should forego some expenditure on Other 
matters and let the militia have a show. 
(Cheers). I know, from what the hon. 
leader of the opposition said yesterday at 
a meeting, that he is in favor of that, 
and I am sure that hon. members on this 
side of the house generally and the 
country are in favor of it. As I shall 
have to speak on this matter again when 
the estimates come up, I shall say no 
more upon it at present. 

MR. TAIITK'S FLAG. 

I am sorry the minister "f public 
works is not in his place. I am informed 
the honorable gentleman is not very well 
to-day- I am very sorry, because I 
wished to say a few words in regard to 
an incident which occurred between 
himself and myself :i few nights ago. 
(However, the right honorable leader of 
the government is of the same national- 
ity, and he will no doubt pay attention 
to what 1 say. The other night the hon- 
orable member for South Leeds I Mr. 
Taylor) was twitting the minister of 
public works about Hying the French 
Hag on a yacht he was on when in Que- 
bec waters. The honorable minister of 
public works said in reply: 

The French Bag is la nearly every home 
la the province of Quebec, tin more than 
line occasion I have witnessed the touching 
Hlght, iii the houses of my French coun- 
trymen, the portrait of the Queen wrapped 
in the French Hag. 1 have expressed else- 
where, and 1 express here, the earnest de- 
sire of u British citizen at the same time, 
that the two flags of Croat Britain and 
France may always Heat together In the 
freeze In friendship and amity. 

-Mr. I'rlor— No, sir; no, sir. 

Mr. Speaker, 1 did make that remark, 
but I saiil so because I thought he 
meant that the two Hags should be Hying 
in amity and friendship on his yacht. 

Some honorable members — Oh! Oh! 

Mr. d'rior — That is all right. Honor- 
able gentlemen may jeer just as they 
like. 

Mr. Somerville — That is ion thin. 
Mr. Prior— I am tusked time and again 
to .accept the assertions uf honorable 
gentlemen opposite, and I think I have 
a right, to ask that they will accept mine 
at the present time. .That is what I 
understood the honorable gentleman to 
mean. Surely no man in his sober 
senses or at any .time! would be such a 
fool its to say he wished to see France 
and England at war. What 1 con- 
tended and what I si ill contend is this — 
that a minister on an ofllcial yacht in 
the Dominion of Canada should Hy the 
British Hag, and the British Hag only, 
as an ofllcial .Hag. 'I may say this also, 
notwithstanding the jeers of honorable 
gentlemen opposite: Is there any reason 
why I fcbould .not appreciate the French 
characterV Is it because I am a Brit- 
isher? I have the greatest appreciation 
of the French and the French-Cana- 
dians. I have read history and I know- 
how they have .fought with us in ytlio 
past, and if any trouble arose I believe 
the two races wocild again light together; 
but I say that the honorable minister of 
public works, as all ofllcial, has no right 
to give those two flags the name stand- 
Jag on his yacht. He may have his 
house covered with French dags, and 1 
would be only too glad to salute them. 
Alii* man may fly what Hags he likes, 
but not as an ofllcial. I do not know 
whether he Hew the British Hag or the 
French (lag at (he mast-head; he says 
that \w flew the British flag in tbe pbice 
of honor, and I am bound to accept his 
statement; but some of the newspapers 
Hupporting him have said he did not. 
but that he went down to Quebec and 
flew the French Hug, and no English 
Hag was to ilif! seen. If that were the 
case, T say it iv.'is wrong. 

Mr. Speaker— Tlie lion, gentleman, es- 
pecially when the minister of public 
works fs not present, plight not to qualify 



his acceptance of a personal stntoment 
made hy the hitter. I understand the 
lion, gentleman to say Unit the hon min- 
ister of public works declared that he 
Hew the British Hag in the plaue of honor 
but the hon. gentleman, after accepting 
that statement, went on to qualify it, 
which I think he should not do. 

Mr. Prior— I accept what the minister 
of public works said, hut witli regard to 
what I said 1 want to set myself right. 
I do not want to .apologize at all, I do 
not take back one work of what I said, 
ami while I do sa.v that the French Hag 
can be flown by anybody, just as the 
German or the Hag of any other country, 
no ofllcial of the -government has any 
right when representing the government 
to flout the French Hag and not the Eng- 
lish. Canada is big enough for two 
or three countries, but there is only Hag 
for this country. I know that French- 
Canadians are sensitive on the subject, 
but so aro Britishers. The sensitiveness 
is nol all on one side. This is a British 
country, and in it the British Hag should 
have the foremost place. I know that 
our French-Canadian compatriots think 
in the same way in their hearts-, but we 
know what the motive of the hon. minis- 
ter of public works was in Hying the 
French Hag. He did it to make a little 
cheap popularity for himself. He quoted 
Her Majesty the Queen lis having ex- 
pressed the wish to see the two Hags al- 
ways side by side. But I would ask, 
does she fly the French Hag from the 
Castle of Windsor: and 1 would say that, 
while as a private individual the hon. 
minister has the right to Hy what Hag 
he likes, as a representative of the gov- 
ernment the case is different. 

Mr. Botirassa.— If the hon gentleman 
will allow nie, when he made the inter- 
ruption that he has just quoted, he was 
referring to the general statement made 
by the hon, minister of public works that 
a British citizen would like to set? the 
IOnglish and French Hags floating to- 
gether, and not. to the special statement 
of the hon. minister of public works (Mr. 
Tarte). that he had both the French and 
English Hags floating on .his yacht. The 
interruption came after this sentence ut- 
tered by the minister of public works: 

I have expressed elsewhere, and I express 
here, the earnest desire of a British citizen 
at the same time, that the two Mag 
I 'I real Britain and Franco may always float 
in the breeze In friendship and amity. 

Mr. I'rlor— No. sir: no, sir. 
The interruption of the hon. gentleman I 
have just read was therefore not intend- 
ed to apply to the special case of the 
minister of public works, but to the 
general sentiment to which hi 1 gave ex- 
pression when he quoted this desire that 
the two Hags should always be seen float- 
ing together. 

Mr. Foster. — I think that your ruling, 
Mr. Speaker, ought to be given now on 
the question whether an hon. gentleman 
has the right to impugn the statement of 
my hon. friend as to what he meant to 
say by the interruption quoted by Mr. 
Bourassa. 

Mr. Speaker — if any objection were 
taken, I would have given a ruling. 

Mr. Foster — None was taken in the 
other case, because Hie hon. minister of 
public works was nol present. 

Mr. Speaker — The hon. member who 
had t!n> floor (Mr. Prior) gave way In the 
hon. member for Lahelle (Mr. Bourassa), 
who made a statement in interruption, 
which was rather long, but the hon. 
gentleman gave way to him. 

Mr. Foster — If you will allow mi', Mr. 
Speaker, that is not my point, but my 
point is that when the hon. minister of 
politic works was not in liis seat and my 
hon. friend had (tie floor, my hon. friend 
made a certain statement to which you 
objected, because at some previous time 
the hon. minister of public works had 
"aid it was not so. Now, my hon. friend 
from Lahelle (Mr. Bourassa) gets up in 
his seat and promptly impugns the truth 
■ if a statement made by the hon. member 
i Mr. Prior) a few minutes ago, but you, 
Mr. Speaker, did not call him to account. 

Mr. Speaker— The lion, member will 
understand that the gentleman who has 
the floor said that tin- minister of public 
works, who is absent, said a certain 
thing. I have no recollection of -what 
the minister of public works did say, but 
accepted as what he did say the state- 
ment made by the hon. member who has 
the floor. 

Mr. Prior — It: is in Hansard. 

Mr. Speaker— The hon. gentleman who 
lias tin; floor said that a certain fact was 
denied by the minister of public works, 
ami accepted that denial, but then lie 
went on, 1 thought unfairly, to qualify 
the denial of the minister of public 
works. Then the hon. member for I.a- 
bclle, with the pea-mission of the hon. 
gentleman (Mr. Prior), Interrupted him, 
and read the quotation from Hansard, 
which may be corrcsl or not. The hon- 
orable gentleman can sa.\ whether it was 
correct or not. For my part, I do not 
know. 

Mr. Forstcr — I know that my honor- 
able friend is quite able to lake care of 
himself, and that you, Mr. Speaker, are 
quite able to take care of the honorable 
minister of public works (Mr, Tarte) in 
his absence. 

Mr. Speaker — I am quite sure (hat is 
the case, just as I would take care of 
the honorable member for York (Mr. 
Foster) in his absence. I do mil wisl 
any insinuations to be made, and wil 
not permit them to he made. 

Mr. Foster— 1 would ask you, Mr 
(Speaker, if you will allow me— 
Some honorable members — Order. 
Mr. Speaker— Unless it is a question 
of order which the honorable gentleman 
wishes to raise, he has not the right to 
address the chair. 
Mr. Foster— No, it is not. 
Mr. Speaker— Then the honorable gen- 
tleman is out of order. 

Mr. Prior— I think there is a great 
deal too much trouble made out of this, 
and I would not have referred to the 
nuttier at nil were It not that the French 
newspapers |n Quebec are milking n 



handle of it, and I thought it due to 
myself that 1 should explain ths mutter. 
Mv honorable friend from Lahelle (Mr. 
Bourassa), simply read what I read 
from " Hansard,'' but I do not think 
that any honorable gentleman who was 
present on the occasion could imagine 
for a moment that when I made the 
interruption, which the honorable mem- 
ber for Lahelle quoted, I was thinking 
of anything else hut the flying of the 
French Hag from the government yacht. 
I do not think tiny one' would he so silly 
an to imagine that I or any one else 
would desire to see the two nations at 
war. I must say that 1 appreciate the 
French character as much us -any man 
in this house. I have personal friends 
among my French compatriots, and 
esteem them too highly to give utterance 
to any sentiment that would hurt their 
susceptibilities, and especially to any 
Much foolish sentiment as the one as- 
cribed to me. I think a great deal too 
much is made of this thing, and only 
wish thi' honorable minister of public 
works were in his place. I am afraid 
I have been talking too long, but there 
is one subject 1 would like to mention 
before sitting down, and that is the 
Yukon trouble. 

Mr. McNeill — I rise to a point of order. 
I would like, Mr. Speaker, to have your 
ruling upon the point as to whether it 
is in order for an honorable member »f 
this house to rise in his place and to call 
in question the truth of a statement 
made by another honorable member of 
this house.

Some honorable members— Order, or- 
der. 

Mr. McNeill— I think the Speaker will 
call me to order if 1 am out of order.

An 
honorable gentleman from the other 
side tMr. Bourassa) then rose and read 
an extract from "Hansard" to show 
thai my honorable friend dill mean that 
thing which he said he did not mean. I 
want to know whether thai is in order. 

.Mr. Speaker— It is not in order to 
refuse to accept the statement of an 
honorable member who makes it of his 
personal knowledge. If the honorable 
member who has the floor (Mr. Priori 
says that he meant something else by 
the interruption which the honorable 
member for Lahelle (Mr, Bourassa) 
quoted, and if the honorable member for 
I. abelle refuses lo accept that explana- 
tion, of course lie is out of order, hut 1 
have not heard thai yet.

lie made all sorts of excuses for the 
men he had sent up there, but he never 
once said that these men or their subor- 
dinates had nol been guilty of the gross- 
est negligence, of the grossest bribery 
and corruption with which they are 
charged. The son of Mr. Ogilvie, the 
commissioner of the Yukon, is in Ottawa 
-at least I saw him here a day or so 
ago. Will the honorable minister state 
whether he has brought any information 
on from his father in regard to any of 
these charges that have been made? 

The minister of the interior (Mr. 
Sil ton I— I saw Mr. Morley Ogilvie for a 
few minutes only. He had no informa- 
tion whatever as to the investigation. I 
think 1 am correct in saying that he 
left before the investigation opened. I 
cannot speak positively as to that. 

Mr. Prior — 1 am sure that the honor- 
able gentleman (Mr. SiftonJ will be able 
to gi't sonic valuable information from 
.Mr. Morley Ogilvie, whether he has 
brought it from Ins father or not. Now, 
honorable gentlemen on that side of the 
house sa.v they want specific charges, 
that there is no use in saying this or 
that, wrong lias been committed— they 
want specific charges. I think my hon- 
orable triend from Halifax (Mr. Borden) 
gave them sonic pretty good specific 
charges yesterday, and 1 think 1 shall 
be aide lo give oil:' or two more to-day. 
After going over that speech— a speech 
which was a splendid effort, as 1 said 
befori — I heartily endorse everything he 
lias said. Now, 1 have lived on the 
Coast fur the last U'i years. I have 
lived among miners since I was Ui 
years of age. 1 was (m the Alaskan 
coast many years ago. 1 am in contact 
with miners going to and coming from 
ay in and day out, from 
year's end. I think 1 am 



rougher crowd than those who went into 
the Klondike, ami 1 ^h'tvo yet to hear 
the first charge against officials who 
went into the country in those days. 
The honorable minister also said that 
the government had done everything 
that could be done tor the miner, that 
they have fed indigent and starving 
people, that they have given large sums 
of money to hospitals, and many other 
things of that kind. If they were doing 
so much for indigent and starving people, 
one would think that they would be able 
to 

FEED THEIK OWN CLERKS. 
As a matter of fact, in the full of 
1807 seven clerks, who were sent up 
from here to Mr. Fawcctt's office, when 
they got there found they could not get 
food enough, and Mr. Fawcett sent 
them down to Fort Yukon, in American 
territory, where they were kept the 
whole of the winter by the American 
trading companies there. That does not 
look us if the honorable gentleman hud 
very much to give away to the indigent 
and starving. He tells us that he spent 
$44,000 in donations to hospitals and 
other charitable expenditures. I do not 
think he can take much credit for that, 
for every cent of it came from the pock- 
ets of the people there, and some 
$1,450,000 besides, the total amount col- 
lected being about $1,500,000. Then, 
again, the honorable gentleman, I :un 
told, offers to incorporate Dawson. 
Well, the people do not want any incor- 
poration now. Under the terms offered, 
1 am informed, the government take ull 
the money* that could be collected, they 
take the licenses and the police fines, 
which cover nearly everything there is. 
Of course, the people could assess them- 
selves on their real estate and personal 
property, but they will not do that when 
this other revenue is taken from them- 
The honorable gentleman also said there 
was no secrecy of milling records. I 
agree with him. 1 am informed on all 
hands, and have heard the same thing 
for months, that there was no secrecy of 
mining records In the man who went to 
the side door and paid a good stiff lee, 
but the honest, man who went to the 
front door and stood in line expecting to 
get information, had no more show to 
get it than I have of being premier of 
Canada. (Laughter ami cheers). 

Now, the charges made by the hon 
able . member for Halifax can be sub- 
stantiated, I um perfectly certain, if 
commission is granted, 1 will say this— 
that since the 1st day of January, IS!)!), 

things have 1 n different. Since Mr. 

Ogilvie took charge, 1 believe, men can 
go there and got the information t« 
which I hey are entitled, and can file 
their records without having to pay an 
olliciiil, While on the subject of Mr. 
Ogilvie. 1 may sa.v that I have yet to 
hear from any man of any nationality a 
singli. word against the honesty, probity 
and integrity of .Mr. Ogilvie.' I nlso 
wish lo say that I have heard very few 
eoniplaints— complaints that I thought 
bad any justification— against Mr. F 
ecu personally. Hut there were hundreds 
of complaints against the ofllcinls in his 
ollce. And J , -outdid (hat if a man 
placed in that position does nol sec to it 
.hai Ins subordinates carry out their 
duly in a proper manner, he must, be 
held responsible, just the same as 1 
lend thai 'the minister of the inter! 
responsible for all these bcuiiduls 1 
the head of fhe department. Sir ., 
not a question of what Ls being done 
now. Ihese charges have run from ont 
'■ad of the world to the other, ami it 
would lie very curious indeed if no niter 
ation were made in the way these things 
were being conducted. The question is 
WJiat was done in the past; that is what 
we want to know. The hon. minister 
mis sent out a commission to .Mr Ogil- 
vie to inquire, but he has limited his 
scope to matters arising before the 25th 
of August, while it is since, that time 
that any of the transactions concerning 
which charges were made have taken 
place.

s.i ys : 

Mr. Smith, who was one of the early 
pioneers of the Johannesburg field, and has 
visited on mining business most of the 
Important mining centres of the world, 
la competent to express an opinion on the 
North American developments, and is most 
enthusiastic as to the future of that coun- 
try, not only as regards geld, bnt other 
minerals. The possibilities he considers 
r.re beyond realization, and the country 
will eventually become one of the largest 
gold-producing centres. In the meantime 
there Is an Immediate opening for enterprise 
and capital, both from a mining and com- 
mercial standpoint. 

In the course of an Interesting Inter- 
view, Mr. Smith said that tor many .-cars 
prior to the recent discoveries various re- 
ports of government surveyors and others 
predicted the great auriferous future of 
the country, but the fastness of the land, 
the terrors' of the Arctic region, the diffi- 
culties of travel and maintenance, placed 
gold mining outside the pale of the ordinary 
prospector and retarded exploration. The 
undoubted wealth, however, of the Klon- 
I dike claims now proved set the ball rolling, 
and notwithstanding the terrible hardships 
experienced In the first winter In getting 
Into the country, the eager rush of prospec- 
tors extending all along the line of the 
new Eldorado soon broke down the barriers 
of nature, and this year the facilities by 
ra'l and steamer for going through the 
country will be such as to make the district 
accessible to the ordinary tourist. 

Many of the thousands of goal miners 
who fail >d to reach ibolr destination last 
year were competed to seek their fortunes 
"nearer at hand, resulting In much of tne 
Intervening country being t-n 
as a result we have the disc 
At mi lake fields, ninety miles from the 
coast. 

"It is predicted," said Mr. Smith, "that 
Atlln and siiroundlng district will this 
year earn the right to be called the poor 
inan's paradise, and this vast area Will 
allow room for thousands of prospectors 
next spring. I would not advise, however, 
any man to go In with the Idea of finding 
a country as rich as the Klondike, although 
the possibilities, taking all the surroundings 
into consideration, are infiultcly greater. 
In the district to which I refer will be 
found a country where the yellow metal 
Is evenly distributed. Inasmuch as In almost 
all instances In which the bedrock has 
been touched on the various creeks so far 
discovered payable results have been shown. 
Apart from the gold output it Is anticipated 
that the speculation in claims, town lots, 
and all classes of mining and building re- 
quirements will create one of the largest 
speculative mining ramps in our time, re- 
sembling In many respects the best days of 
early Johannesburg. The Klondike, 800 
miles Inland. Is now thoroughly established, 
but is no place for the poor man— he Is well 
represented there; but this cannot be said 
of the Atl'u country. 

"As the map shows, the new Holds are 
situated in British territory, at the corner 
of the boundary line separating Alaska and 
Northwest Territory from British Columbia. 
The railway now completed to and extend- 
ing over the much-dreaded White- Pass over- 
comes ail the Initial difficulties, and the 
waterways and trails thereafter offer no 
obstacle for an easy communication with 
the new mining areas. 

"The first discoveries were located at 
Pine creek, connecting Atlln and Surprise 
lakes, and every steamer coming down 
brings news of new strikes. Indicating that 
the whole country Is auriferous. White. 
Boulder. Eagle, Blrcb, Spruce, Otter. Ruby 
and Willow creeks are all showing good 
gold, and over 10,000 claims have been 
located. Large Individual fortunes may 
not be made on the alluvial propositions, 
but they will be made In the opening up of 
the large quartz deposits. This real mass 
of golden wealth In these Northern re- 
gions remains as yet untouched, waiting for 
machinery to take It out. 

■Tinier the British Columbian government 
regulations a royally ef one per cent, is 
payable, bill seldom collected, as against 
ten per cent, under the Northwest Terri- 
tory regulations, applicable to the Klon- 
dike, which Is strictly enforced. One con- 
sequence of this is I tin I the Individual re- 
turns arc as much as possible reduced In 
order In evade the tax. This latter lax 
will shortly be removed. There seems, 
however, fo be little doubt that last year 
gold In the value of over £2,000,000 came 
out of I be Klondike. 

"Atlln Is nil ideal mining camp. There 
are no excessive hardships to be mel with 
"r great expense incurred in getting on to

Mr. Thomas Kiddie lias charge of the 
smelter, and Mr. James Findlay super- 
intends the work on the Copper Queen 
and the Cornell. Work is being pushed 
ahead, two shifts being employed daily. 
Mr. Treat is most popular in the eyes of 
all residents of the island, and it is gen- 
erally recognized that it is to his inde- 
fatigable exertions that the present pros- 
perity is due. 

Through Van Anda townsite the com- 
pany are putting good roads, and lots 
are in demand.

The company are 
constructing a large boarding house be- 
tween the Copper Queen and the Cornell, 
and it is stilted that arrangements are 
being made for the construction of :i 
modern hotel. The wharf is being pul 
in first-class shape, and will soon be able 
to accommodate several steamers. Van 
Anda city lias now three mails a week; 
and there is a school in operation with 
upwards of twenty children in attend- 
ance. 

Mr. .1. .1. Palmer's property at Marble 
Bay is looking very well; they are down 
100 feet and drifting. The large lime 
kiln being erected here is nearly com- 
pleted. At: the various other claims 
visited the owners were busy working, 
and all seemed confident that the success 
of the Van Anda would be equally bene- 
ficial to their own interests. They are 
all getting out ore in order to ship to the 
new smelter at an early date. 

Mr. Saunders expects to return to 
Van Anda in a fortnight for the purpose 
of constructing a telephone line between 
Van Anda city and the Puget iron 
mine. 

MR. TREAT'S DESCRIPTION. 

The following interesting particulars 
of the Van Anda Company's property 
and plans is from the Seattle Post- 
Intelligencer of yesterday ; 

There will sunn be erected at Van 
Anda. on Texada island, British Colum- 
bia, what will become in time the largest 
smelter on the Pacific coast. The Van 
Anda Gold it Copper Mining Company, 
which own twenty copper claims on the 
island, among which arc the famous 
Cornell and the well-known Copper 
Queen, will build this smelter to handle 
the ores of their own and British Colum- 
bia copper ores. 

Work of construction litis already be- 
gun, and the plant will be in operation 
by July 111, smelting 5(1 tons of ore per 
day. I n addition to the smelter there 
will be erected a sampling plant, the 
only one on the Pacific const. The im- 
medinte cost or these two enterprises 
will lie $50,000. 

The authority for these statements is 
IT. W. Treat, president of the company, 
who is nt the Hotel Butler- lie is 
lien? awaiting the arrival of Ids wife, 
wlio has been visiting relatives in New 
York and Chicago. 

" We shall have the only smeller on 
the British Columbia coast," said Mr. 
Treat yesterday afternoon. "There are 
numerous copper prospects in British 
Columbia, many tin Texada island and 
on (lie Mainland adjoining. Some of 
them have been so far developed thai 
they can now ship on-, and several may 
lie called mines. We hope to have a 
smelter large enough to handle the ore 
which these mines will produce as they 
an- developed. It will encourage work 
upon them and will save heavier freight 
rales for shipping to the Kverett, 
Tacoma and San I-'ra neisco smellers. 

"At the beginning (here will be a 
furnace capable of handling but 50 tons 
per day. We have already secured two 

furnaces of that capacity, but one of 
them will not lie used. Instead a 100- 
ton furnace will be put in with the 
smaller one, which will lie removed for 
a larger one as the demand for its use 
increases. I think thai when increased 
to the full capacity we have decided on. 
the smelter will lie the largest on the 
Pacific coast. 

" We can now turn out 30 tons of ore 
per day. most of it averaging $40 per 
Ion, from the Cornell mine, nnd as work 
proceeds this summer if will produce 
more. Ii is likely that by the time the 
smelter will be ready for operation the 
Cornell will give enough ore to keep it 
busy. 

"Wo have been shipping ore to 
Everett, Tucomn, San Francisco, and 
Swansea, Wales, bnt it is much cheaper 
for ns In smelt our own ores. We not 
only stive the freight rates on vast quan- 
tities of ore, but wo save, too, (he profit 
of smelting thai goes lo the owners. We 
shall ship simpty the copper ore to the 
Eastern markets. 

" The Cornell mine lias proved even 
more wonderful than seemed to be the 
case on its discovery last October. Wo 
arc down over 100 feet and are running 
a tunnel. The amount of ore seems to 
be unlimited. The vein of copper is 10 
feet wide. It shows values of nlionl 
$2."> copper, $10 gold and $5 silver to the 
ton. 

•'The vein on the Copper Queen is 
from two to seven foot wide, but we

Victoria ■•called" Montreal, and Monti 
in turn said "call Chicago," at the same 
time uniting the direct wire from Victoria 
with the wire lo Chicago via Toronto and 
Detroit. 

Chicago was advised of the situation and 
the operator there paid a visit to his switch- 
board. 

"Call Kansas City," he said a few seconds 
later, and dismissed his responsibility. 

Kansas City had a clear wire to San 
Francisco, going down to the border of 
Mexico, north to Salt Lake City, from 
there to San Diego, and from Sau Diego 
north to San Francisco. 

"Call San Francisco," said Kansas City, 
and Victoria got San Francisco. 

The Kxanilner special was ottered San 
Francisco, and the operator answered: 

"Wait a s nd and I'll cut you in to the 

Kxanilner ofllce." 

And in less than six minutes from the 
time the special was first offered to Van- 
couver, the operator In the office of tin 
San iFranclsco dally acknowledged the call 
from Victoria, and commenced "copying" 
the Bpeetal— over 0,000 miles of wire making 
a ring around the continent, and without 
any save automatic repeating. 

The message passed instantaneously over 
a single wire running from here Into the 
Kxamlner's ofllce, via Montreal, Chicago, 
Kansas City, a little Insignificant station on 
the Mexican border, Salt Lake and San 
Diego. To carry It smoothly and legibly 
(If the word may he used), 4,880 cells of batj 
tery were required on the duplex circuit, 
or a total elect ro-motlvc force of about 
4, Slit) volts— 1.020 amperes of current. 

There have been messages sent very 
(Illicitly from Victoria to Westminster. 
England— a longer distance, perhaps, but 
on the occasion referred to special arrange- 
ments hurl been made for a clear wire and 
an operator "repeated" at Canso. 

In the accomplishment of Saturday's feat 
the fact (hat tile wires were not busy 
somewhere on the route was largely acci- 
dental— It enabled Victoria, however, to 
make the record for long-distance trans- 
mission, and that In the ordinary course 
of business.
